
HARLEM JOCKEY CLUB ENTRIES. 

Fourteen hundred and seventy- five nomina- 
tions were made to the twelve stakes of the 
Harlem Jockey Club which closed February' 
18. In making this announcement Secretary 
Nathanson claims to have reached the high- 
est mark ever noted for ev^ents of this kind. 
The recently closed stake lists of the three 
principal Chicago tracks present these 
figures :

The table shows a general increase over the 
figures for the identical stakes of 1902. What 
is fully as important, it indicates a certainty 
of sport of the highest grade for the coming 
season. 

Harlem received more entries for twelve 

stakes this year than Washington Park did 
last year for seventeen stakes. The total is 
the largest on record for stakes of the kind, 
in spite of the fact that Washington Park 
received over 500 more entries this year than 
It did last season. Eleven out of the twelve 
Harlem stakes have more than 100 entries 
each, the exception being the M. Lewis Clark. 
Its list is confined for the most part to horses 
entered for the Derby. Each of the stakes, 
with one exception, shows a great increase 
in numbers over last year. The exception is 
the Petite, a race for two-year-old misses, 
and it has just six less than were named for 
the event last year. The five stakes for two- 
year-olds have a total of 582 nominations, an 
average of 116. The five stakes for three- 
year-olds and upward have a total of 703 no- 
minations, an average of 141. 

Some features of unusual importance are 
shown by the details of the present Harlem 
stake list, a resume of which follows:

This showing is particularly gratifying be- 
cause several of the heavy nominators of 
lalst year are absent, notably John W. Schorr 
fwid Tichenor and Newgass. Schorr may race 
at Washington Park but his campaign will 
mainly be in the east. Tichenor & Newgass 
made no entries at Harlem, presumably this 
resenting last year’s ruling of the ofllcials of 
that track, which barred their horse Dacri- 
mae for inconsistent running. The nomina- 
tions from unexpected quarters, however, ex- 
ceed expectations and much more than make 
up for the absentees. There can be no ques- 
tion as to the superior quality of the material 
shown in the Harlem offerings of this season 
as compared wuth the best class that parti- 
cipated in last year’s sport. All the great 
stables of the west and south, with the ex- 
ceptions noted, are represented through the 
lists in a way that indicates their determina- 
tion to race in Chicago throughout the sea- 
son, while the representation from the east 



that section are contemplating racing at a 
Chicago track, other than Washington Park. 
In this fact is to be found one of the greatest 
promises for the future of local racing. 

H. T. Oxnard, the sugar magnate, has en- 
gaged his Derby candidate. Standard Bearer, 
in the Harlem National, the $10,000 race, sgid 
and the Clark Stakes; James R. Keene, the 
financier and official of The Jockey Club, 
is represented by the entries of S. W. 
Streett; H. M. Ziegler, the former owner of 
Hermis, has Luke Ward and New York II., 
his Suburban candidates, in the Twentieth 
Century Handicap indicating a fall visit here, 
besides entering three two-year-olds; Frank 
Farrell has the famous Blues in the Harlem 
National and Twentieth Century; M. J. Daly 
is represented by the American Derby candi- 
date and California Derby winner, Claude; 
W. L. Oliver has Lord Badge in the National 
and Twentieth Century; Capt. S. S. Brown, 
the Pittsburg coal baron, is represented in 
the principle events, and J. P. Croker, J. S. 
Stewart and M. Jordan are other eastern 
owners in the list of nominators. 

In all 202 different stables are represented 
in the nominations. Among the largest nomi- 
nators are E. Corrigan, with 69; Fred Cook. 
68; J. A. Drake, 58; C. R. Ellison, 58; G. C. 
Bennett, 54; P. Dunne, 53; Durnell & Herz, 53; 
S. C. Hildreth, 52; B. Schreiber, 48. Burns & 
Waterhouse, who expected to race exclusive- 
ly in the east this season, sent on entries 
from California and will probably race at 
Harlem Park, either going or coming — and 
perhaps both. The rare quality of the ma- 
terial to be seen hereabouts this season can 
be found in the numbers named by the 
foregong owners as well as those of Middle - 
ton & Jungbluth, George J. Long, James 
Touhey, Caesar Y'oung, W. H. Laudeman.

Among the eligibles 
that are not also in the derby are Epicure, 
the California horse that is considered one 
of the best of his years now in training 
there; Esherin, John F. Schorr’s Oaks win- 
ner; By Ways and Flying Ship. The race 
will be run June 13, and a complete list of its 
nominations is as follows, the stars ndicating 
the American Derby eligibles:

M'CHESNEY TO GO EAST. 

Durnell & Herz have sold McChesney to E. 

E. Smathers for the reported price of $30,000. 
This is fortunate in that it almost certainly 
assures his going east next summer to meet 
Hermis. The lucky Saratoga Club will, no 
doubt, fall heir to the most sensational race 
of the year, provided always that both 
horses remain in good form. McChesney can 
be entered in a number of rich stakes at 
Saratoga, and also in the fall stakes at all 
of the New York tracks. He is now heavily 
engaged at Memphis, Nashville, Louisville 
and Chicago, and will probably fill most of 
his western engagements before being taken 
east. He can do that with ample time left 
in which to take him on to Saratoga for a rest 
before the meeting there opens. If he is 
entered in the $12,000 Saratoga Handicap we 
shall know how Mr. Vosburgh rates the two 
crack four-year-olds comparatively and his 
assignment of weights will be looked for- 
ward to with decided interest. In the mean- 
time, if the big chestnut continues to do 
well, we shall see him in action here long be- 
fore he goes east to battle for the champion- 
ship of 1903.

The secrecy that usually envelopes the iden- 
tity of the youngsters trained by the lead- 
ing western owners will be removed by this 
publication. 

The season of racing at Harlem Park will 
be one of forty-three days only, but the pro- 
gram of stakes, overnight handicaps and 
purses will call for the distribution of over 
$200,000. Purses will be increased in value 
and an effort made to maintain the cross 
country sport to a high standard and in 
keeping with that on the flat. Ten or more 
stakes for decision during the fall meetings 
will be announced in July. 



is likely that these horses will uphold Drake’s 
good record in all of the overnight events. 

“The best liked horse here, and considered 
by many to be the best in the all age division, 
is Glen Water, Turney Bros.’ Suburban candi- 
date. Glen Water was an exceptionally good 
three-year-old, having won many races last 
season. He has grown a great deal in his 
four-year-old form and is a grand looking 
individual. He stands over fifteen hands 
high, is broad across the hips and possesses 
a large body. He has a well developed chest, 
which signifies a good heart. Glen Water is 
also eligible for the Montgomery Handicap, 
to be run on the opening day of the Mem- 
phis meeting, but it is not likely that he will 
be sent on to participate in that event. How- 
I ever, if he is ready he may be shipped to 
Montgomery Park. The son of Wawekus 
j and Feronica will probably make his debut 
in the Citizens’ Handicap, to be run atNash- 
I ville. Mr. Turney has him pointed for this 
event, and if he shows anything like his 
three-year-old form he will be shipped to 
New York to start in the Suburban, for 
which race he has been assigned 108 pounds. 

“Red Robe, winner of two Derbys — Cum- 
berland and Canadian — besides several other 
races, in the stable of George Hendrie, is 
looked upon by many as a horse that will 
race well in his four-j'ear-old form. His 
first appearance will be in the Citizens' 
Handicap, after which he will be shipped 
to Toronto, where he is nominated in many 
of the big races. Red Robe defeated Aladdin, 
George Bennett’s crack, in the Cumberland 
Derby, besides Circus, Buccleuth, Crimean 
and others. His next start was in a handi- 
cap at Toronto, when he shouldered 128 
pounds and beat a high class field. A few’ 
days after he was sent a mile and a quarter, 
with 120 pounds in the saddle, and won. His 
winning list was concluded in the Canadian 
Derby, which he won handily. Red Robe 
will be placed in the stud at Mr. Hendrie’s 
breeding establishment, Royal Oaks, near 
Detroit, at the conclusion of his racing 
career. 

“Gorman & Bauer place their dependencies 
for the big handicap in Jack Rattlin. This 
horse has wintered well. He is a little-big 
animal, compactly built and well developed. 
As a three-year-old he was a sprinter pure 
and simple, and a good one, too. Trainer 
Belle w believes he can go a route, and is 
training him accordingly.’’
